So Paris, or at least no inconsiderable 


part, does not feel the dread and ter- 
ror of her sister capital. London. To the 
average visitor and sightseer of Xotre 
Dame there is little significance in the gar- 
goyles or devils of the ancient cathedral 
As these strange ornaments are so far from 
the observer they apjjear insignificant, and 
many pass without seeing them at all, so 
in .tone are they with the ancient, weather- 
beaten gray of the whole edificc. 


Th'i variety and perfection as works of 


art 
,>f these strange ornaments are really 


wonderful when, one comes to make a care- 


, ful study of them. They once had a far 
different—a more grewsome—meaning than 
They h«ve today and itt order to -anficr- 
stand it one must glance backward over 
long centuries to the ancient period that 
brought this strange-form of church, deco- 
ration. 


France was just ar this time coming 


forth, and leading the world in civilization, 
and the strength and fearlessness then dis- 
played showed her splendid youth.

down as a quack nostrum intended and promulgated 
U> get the people's money. Let them aloael If they 
don't do yon positive harm they will certainly do you 
no good, so jon inU better save ;. our money. 


Those medicines wbi'-h ba\ e to do with the proper 


regulation of the pbysio'.ocic functions, particralarlT 
th«> building TIJ» procp^ which 1= called anabolistn, 
the tearing flown process, called catabolism. and the 
excretion or the elimination of waste products, facili- 
tate nature In bui ding muscle, ^hen properly used. 
That is. thej Lave tbe tonic effect of stimulating 
cel'ular acthity. By the activity of tbe cell proto- 
plasm several things are accomplished which have to 
do with the crowth of muscle 
For instance, those 


medicines which mcrease the production of red blood 
•corpuscles tend to produce muscler because it is the 
red blood cells which carry both food and oxygen to 
"the muscular tissue. Those medicines wluch stimu- 
late the emanctories tend to produce muscle because 
they help to rid the body of poisons, which prevent 
the growth of muscle. Some nerve medicines stimu- 
late the growth of muscle by wakins np the tronhic 
nerve, and others by their effect on the vasomotor 
nerves, which regulate the supply of blood to a part. 


Exercise-especially tends to produce mnscle because 


It increases the flow of blood, and th»ref"ie the 
amount of both food and oxygen with wbicn the 
muscle is supplied recreates the whole nerve sT-stem 
and at the same time greatly facilitates the elimina- 
tion of waste products and poisons as well. So far as 
medicines are concerned hi-the building of muscle, 
practically the only benefit to be derived from them 
is either thear laxativ.e or their so-called tonic effect, 
•which I have already described. The building of 
muscle depends primarily upon exercise, which should 
be supplemented, of course, by good hygienic habits 
of diet, sleep, ventilation, bath and mental control.

of seventy-two, but while a great many things may 
be responsible for hl» health and .condition it vrou'd 
certainly seem to require a ritS'.cu'ou^ ^tr-nas of -"e 
imagination to attribute any part of one's heaita, Je- 
veiopment and preservation to a total l*Uc of outdoor 
exercise. Jn the first place, 1 do not beneve it would 
te- possible 'or any niaa to '.re se-.enty-r.vo jears 
•without going outdoors occasionally. In t'je se ond 
place, if oae goes out of doors at all he is sure to exer- 
cise a little- Xo exercise at ail would mean absolute 
immobility, nod it would seem to me impossible for 
any one to lie perfectly stlH and live seventy-two 
years. The mythological Rip Van Tinkle tried it *ur 
twenty years, but, judging from all the picture-s I 
have have jevet seen of that interesting character, 
he was a wreck at the end of the time. Xo aiumai 
of any known species can live long without moving. 


A very small amount of exercise may sometimes 


be amply sufficient, but that amount is none tbe less 
necessary. The gentleman in this case may be one 
of those fortunate indi\ Iduals If so, he might much 
more truthfullj have stated his case had he displayed 
his apparently commendable condition as an example 
of how much gpod even a small amount of exercise 
has done for him. The teaching is bad, because man, 
beast and a-achine must either be active or decay.

In order to secureon the foot the requisite 


firmness in standing, it is articulated with 
the leg at right angles so that the heel and 
toe touch the ground and the joint is placed 
nearer the posterior than the anterior part of 
the foot so as to increase the base of support 
in that direction towards which the body 
tends to fall. Besides this the weight is here 
received on the inner side of the foot, where 
it is most arched, offering not only the ad- 
Tantage of a strong support but one which 
is highly elastic, yielding without injury in 
alighting on the feet and acting as a spring 
in progression. 


A beautiful foot is one -which is neither 


small nor large. It should be in proportion 
to the stature and weight. The instep should 
be high and arched. -The waist, or portion 


r the instep, should be hollowed and well 


above the level_o£ the sole. The toes 


should be regular, the heel narrow and non- 
protruding and its general outline long, 
slender and graceful. A woman's foot pos- 
sessing these proportions is considered the 


Beautiful Feet Are Neither Small Nor Large, 


and Weight and the Instep 


The agility of foot and pedestrian powers 


of the individual—other matters being equal 
—are in exact relation to the degree in which 
the above-mentioned qualities are present. 


The protruding heel is a deformity which 


renders its possessor clumsy in gait and in- 
capable1 of freedom in walking and dancing. 
The health and beauty of the foot is pro- 
moted by exercise, easy-fitting and appro- 
priate boots and shoes, and absolute clean- 
liness. To preserve the feet in a thoroughly 
health}' and comfortable state, the first object 
of attention should be cleanliness. 


When the feet are soaked frequently with 


warm water in which is dropped a handful 
of plain washing soda, thorough!;.- dried and 
rubbed with a pumice stone, they will be 
free from callouses, corns and tender joints. 
The majority of people who live in cities 
suffer from tender feet because their feet 
seldom touch the real earth, but must needs 
tramp upon hard, heated stones continually. 


It is a great privilege to be permitted to 


walk with bare feet upon a soft green lawn, 
for the lubrication it gives to the feet is 
wonderful. It is only to be compared to the 
comfort of loosening the hair and letting it 
fall freely, or that enjoved after removing a 
hot and tightK -fitting corset. Children should 
be allowed this privilege occasionally all 
through their }O«ng lives.

Brokers, wel! aware that the price structure that 


has been reared to such towering heights in the 
course of the present excitement micht come crash-

I have stayed with the Kalem 
company because they were the first to give me a chance and 
I feel that whatever measure of success I have accomplished

talent. I advise every girl who can register expression, who 
can face a camera and, most of all, who can forget herself, to 
work hard to get into the "movies."

Two nights ago I went out just

The cry of the women and chil- 
dren 1s not drowned even by the 
cries of the men falling on the in- 
numerable oattlefields. 
'Will not 
the ears of the world become deaf 
because of the reiteration of the 
lamenting which cannot be stilled? 
There is surely a danger of 
that. And if the sources of pity 
and of charity should dry up? 
Well, then indeed the Devil will 
reap a. flue harvest oi human mis- 
ery from the saints and the runa- 
gates alike. 


It cannot be denied that we are 
importunate in Europe. But we 
are very much beset.

CAUSE VOICED PROTEST 


S* 
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AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1C.— 
To the innocent bystander it 
looks as if this city were get- 
ting ready to bite off more 
than she can chew and as the 
aforesaid bystander is the man 
who pays the bills in the 
bhape of taxes it benooves 
him to sit up and take notice. 


It seems as if the city hall 


were stuffed with ambitious 
statesmen, all of them nurs- 


ing pet schemes and eager for a share of the pork 
which is not at all the same thing as graft but 
costs more. There is, for example, our genial and 
enterprising city engineer, one of the many 
O'Shaughnessys, who wants to build an elevated 
railroad up Market street as the easiest way to open 
access for the municipal street railway system to 
the Twin Peaks tunnel, and at the same time relieve 
the congestion of the main thoroughfare. 


There is congestion of traffic on Market street, 


but it is purely artificial and is due to the installa- 
tion of four parallel railway tr^.cVs of one thor- 
oughfare. With a unified system the traffic could 
be efficiently handled on two lines of rails and the 
danger to pedestrians crossing the street and other 
traffic would be greatly lessened. But an elevated 
road, costing $800.000 a mile, would at least make 
room for one of our municipal -white elephants and 
incidentally would come pretty near putting the 
United Railroads out of business. An elevated road 
on Market street would cost something like $3,000,- 
000 if the innocent bystander could be persuaded to 
find the money. 


Then there is Supervisor Aleck Vogelsang, the 


smart singer of municipal politics and a good man 
weighing many pounds, who wants to amputate the 
Golden Gate Park through the middle with a slot 
thirty or forty feet deep and broader to accommo- 
date a sunken trolley road that nobody wants ex- 
,cept certain real estate speculators. Vogelsang jg 


F quite sincere in the matter, but he is ambitious to 


have his name go down to posterity as the first 
cousin at least of the municipal railway systems. 


All these things cost -a lot of money, but because 


the Geary street railway and the temporary expo- 
sition traffic have built up a moderate surplus1 for 
the municipal street railway fund the city hall be- 
lieves that prosperity must attend on extensions no 
matter where made. Just imagine, the cost of mak- 
ing a deep excavation two miles long through the 
center of the park, where nobody lives and no traffic 
would be obtainable. But there is a fat slice of hon- 
est pork in the scheme for somebody. 


These perhaps are the minor attractions of 


municipal polities and they serve their little best in 
the steady business of building the city political 
machine. There is a solid phalanx of some 2000 


__ men earning $3 a day whose jobs are dependent on 


the good will of the city administration and in the 
recent campaign they knew on what side their 
bread was buttered. Indeed some of them vrere so 
superserviceable that they suggested a ridiculous 
movement to recall City Attorney Long on a mere 
hint that Rolph disapproved Long's tactics in fight- 
ing the street railway injunction suit. Of course, 
Rolph saw that this would never do and he bade the 
men keep quiet and behave. They did. 


Of such is the vaudeville of politics and the city 


could stand it if that were all, but the water supply 
matter is more serious and threatens to involve 
municipal bankruptcy if some degree of sanity is 
not attained in its settlement. As matters stand 
today the city is attempting to buy two water sup- 
ply systems, one to cost at least $30,000,000 and the 
other $50,000,000, or perhaps more. It is conceded 
that sooner or later we must buy the Spring Valley 
plant and in the meantime we are actively at work 
on the Hetch Hetchy project in a fashion that looks 
like a shotgun held at the head of Spring Valley. 


These are not very reputable_tactics, but a city 


has no conscience and small sense of honor. Possibly 
in this respect it is a stand-off with Spring Valley 
and, in fact, that institution is already reported in 
a more reasonable frame of mind and is ready to 
accept arbitration before some impartial expert to 
fix the price of the plant, 
Passing of the Indoor Yacht Club 


There is one institution that passed out, political- 


ly, at the late primary—that is Jimmy Ccffroth's 
Indoor Yacht Club. Through some obsession this 
rather peculiar social concern became possessed with 
the idea that it was a political authority in the com- 
munity. One of its leading lights is "Mission" Doc- 
tor Jones, who fought so hard for Schmitz and is such 
a bitter enemy of Rolph. He and a small-fry lawyer 
who has a family connection with the district attor- 


ney's office and lives on the drippings of Chinatown 
practice, and Coffroth virtually constitute the board 
of management. They concluded that this year of- 
fered the chance to put all leaders and bosses, other 
than themselves, out of the running. They concen- 
trated on "Hansome" Billy McCarthy for assessor 
and Ralph McLeran for sheriff and went into battle. 
Tnere was very much quiet amusement and some 
laughter over the form of campaign. It was con- 
cluded that if the cafes and the tenderloin could be 
united, the rest of the people didn't count But, all 
the time, the rest were counting—the days until 
election—with the deliberate purpose of putting the 
Indoor Yacht Club entirely out of business, as its in- 
terference with polities -was generally resented. The 
result told the story. Politically, the Indoor Yacht 
Club is dead and buried and crepe hangs on the door. 
Mayor Rolph and Supervisor KorticK 


Mayor Rolph, much to the disturbance of his 


friends, since election has acquired the interview 
habit. Contrary to bis practice of the previous four 
years—which was very successful—he will give 
forth a pronunciamento about almost anything-. 
Thus, the newspaper men have succeeded in com- 
mitting him to the election of Supervisor Kortick, 
who was appointed to a vacancy on the Board of 
Supervisors during Rolph's term, and was up for 
election at the late primary. Kortick just managed 
to qualify—the lowest man on the ticket, that is 
number eighteen, as there are nine to be elected 
from eighteen running. The municipal conference, 
which selected nine men, all of whom qualified, and 
which -worked very hard for Rolph's election, wished 
the mayor to drop Kortick, as nobody thinks he can 
be elected. Despite this, however, Rolph has de- 
clared for this one man, first, last and all the time, 
The objection of the public to Kortick is that he 
went before the Gallagher labor convention and, as 
stated by all' the labor nominees and Gallagher, 
pledged himself to support that worthy for mayor, 
regardless of who else was running"; that after the 
candidacy of Rolph he promptly trimmed. This of- 
fended the labor people and did not get him the sup- 
port of the other people. In other words, he didn't 
hedge in the right way. Instead of getting both 
sides he got neither. However, his candidacy, with 
the mayor's .support, is likely to have a very serious 
result. It is most likely to split the vote in such 
proportions that the Gallagher men wiH get control 
of the board and be able to obstruct the entire 
Rolph administration in constructive work. 
Watsonville, Political Center 


The appointment of Ed White of Watsonville, 


brother of the late Senator Stephen M. White, and 
third in the race of last year's primary for the nom- 
ination of governor, as commissioner of immigra- 
tion, has astonished the Democracy of California, 
Not because White is not a good man—he is. But 
it draws attention to the fact that the Wilson ad-- 
ministration seems to have determined that Wat- 
sonville and environs constitute the political hub o£ 
the western States. No district of this population 
in America has received half the political recogni- 
tion. San Francisco and Los Angeles are not in the 
race. Watsonville, Hollister and surrounding places 
have less than 2000 votes. The immigration com- 
missionership is one of the finest federal plums. 
White of Watsonville gets it. The United States 
marshalship at San Francisco is the largest and 


- most important office of that kind west of Chicago. 
Jimmy Holohan of Watsonville got it. The little 
village of Hollister, a few miles away from Watson- 
ville,,which acts in conjunction, always with the 
political importances of that place, received, first, 
the federal judgeship, it going to Maurice T. Dool- 
ing. Then J. 0. Davis, collector of the port of San 
Francisco. True, J. 0. Davis technically belonged 
to Alameda county, he having recently registered 
there. However, he had spent his life at Hollister, 
his term as assemblyman from that county having 
shortly before expired and he was actually one of 
the Hollister coterie of politicians. This makes the 
most extraordinary political gift of federal patronage 
to one little community of which there is any record. 
San Francisco with its 180,000 registration, and 
Los Angeles county with more than 200,000, must 
take back seats. They may be somewhere on the 
map when it comes to voting, but the powers-that- 
be do not know it. This situation reminds us of a 
remark made by Gavin McNab to the last Demo- 
cratic governor of California, James H. Budd, after 
that worthy had been a year in office, as to the 
political subdivision*; of California Democracy, Budd, 
it being remembered, coming from Stockton. 


Said McNab to him in a discussion: "Yes, this is 


the division of the Democracy; San Francisco fur- 
nishes the votes, Alameda furnishes the leader and 
Stockton gets the offices." However, hats off and 
three cheers for Watsonville. 
The Translation of Dinan 


The town's sense of humor is hugely tickled by 


the order sending out Jerry Dinan to find holes in a 
Swiss cheese fog. Nobody loves a fat man and 
therefore if you are a policeman look not on the 
corned beef and cabbage when it is red in the face. 


Dinan is the horrible example for political demon- 
stration in the police force. Once he was chief of 
police under Eugene Schmitz and he has been on the 
department toboggan ever since. First off the step- 
down transformer dropped him. from chief to de- 
tective sergeant Then they took away his title or 
part of it, but he still worked for the "upper office." 


"harness bull," pounding a beat somewhere out west 
among the sand dunes and the goats. 


Of course Dinan was for Schmitz in the recent 


campaign. He.could not well be otherwise consider- 
ing his obligations to the former mayor. But equally, 
of course, he serves admirably as the horrible ex- 
ample for the political evil doers on the force, and 
so he is demoted to make a San Francisco holiday. 


"Go west, old man," is the sentence of the police 


commission taking on an air of tardy activity. The 
police limbo is out there on the verge of a melan- 
choly ocean where the fogs roll in and it is con- 
sidered significant that Dinan on his new beat will 
be under the direct command of Captain Mooney, 
with whom he had wordy differences in a former 
state of existence. Mooney is himself undergoing 
penance of the same sort because he talked too 
much and outraged the official proprieties when 
he was captain of detectives by intimating that 
Mayor Rolph was using his influence to put men 
on the detective detail. 


The translation of Dinan is merely spectacular. 


Nothing is done or proposed to be done in the way 
of discipline for the patrolmen and the captains who 
permit gambling to be carried on under their noses. 
Cousin to the Mule

Transportation men in convention here profess 


not to fear the competition of the jitney bus and 
they intimate that any sort of reasonable regulation 
puts most of them out of business. But how if they 
are permitted to run wild as in this city? They are 
as big a nuisance and source of danger on Market 
street as they ever were and this condition is likely 
to continue owing to the street plan of San Fran- 
cisco, which makes every thoroughfare a subsidiary 
feeder for the main stem. We ought to have three 
streets like Market radiating fan-wise from the 
ferry house. 


It is the fact that there is a great deal of politics 


in the treatment of jitney regulation by state and 
local governing-bodies hereabouts. Our supervisors 
handle the matter in a very gingerly fashion, keep- 
ing an eye peeled .for the very considerable jitney 
vote, which is thoroughly organized. Then the rail- 
road commission declares it is not the busman's 
keeper and washes its hands of the whole business, 
so that we find the jitney is a political orphan like 
the government mule with neither pride of ancestry 
nor hope of posterity. - - - 
ClocKs on Their StocKing's 


Mrs. Sally Jones, school director and former school 


principal, is a noted character in the civic life of this 
city, distinguished by her habit of speaking out her 
mind in a somewhat vigorous fashion. She strongly 
deprecates the invading flood of snobbery and class 
distinctions in the schools, and to that end she 
would prohibit assessments levied for entertain- 
ments given by the children. The practice has be- 
come a heavy burden on the children of poor parents 
and their consequent inability to contribute puts 
them outside the social pale.

tice of some high school girls of conducting a sort 
of competition-in gay and illuminated silk stockings 
with a generous display thereof, staring as it were 
the less fortunate girls out of countenance and per- 
haps causing the blush of shame to mantle vicar- 
iously on the cheek of innocence. The girls who can- 
not afford to buy such costly gear are seriously 
embarrassed by the display. The girls' "high school 
was not meant for a fashion show. 


Now Miss Jones, while she agreed as to the un- 


seemly character of such displays as a feature of 
school life, told the mothers plainly that this was 
a matter for the mothers themselves to regulate. If 
a mother sends her daughter to school with red 
clocks on her green stockings it is not the function 
of the school department to prescribe a more ap- 
propriate color scheme. 


In these matters it has been the habit of lovely 


woman, adolescent or mature, to go her own sweet 
way quite regardless of critical opinion, which she 
no doubt considers immaterial and irrelevant as well 
as impertinent. Outside of a Turkish harem she 
makes her own sumptuary laws and flouts the im- 
pertinent meddling of mere man. I think it was 
good old Senator Birdsall of Placer who tried to per- 
suade the legislature of California that this learned 
body should solemnly proced to prescribe some sort 
of tame uniform to be wcm br all the high scl.ool 
girls in the state.

Sold Too Soon 


The astonishing rise in the market value of the 


powder stocks and the vast profits arising from the 
sale of war material makes the late stockholders of 
the Giant Powder Company vastly disgusted with 
themselves. The Giant was the only independent 
powder company of any consequence in this state. 
All the others had been absorbed by the big three, 
the Dupont, the Atlas and the Hercules. The Giant 
was a strong concern making money and paying 
good dividends, but early in the year before the pres- 
ent prosperity of the powder trade had developed 
Charles Sutro, the stockbroker of this city, began 
buying Giant stock at prices around $110. In view 
of later developments the stock was intrinsically 
worth a great deal more, but after a short campaign 
it was announced that Atlas had acquired control 
Now Atlas is selling around $252, Hercules at $423 
and Dupont at $352. The latt>r price figures out 
about $805 a share for the old Dupont common. 


The Giant Company had a rather interesting his- 


tory. At one time it had a monopoly of the manu- 
facture of dynamite in America. This monopoly 
was acquired by purchase of the famous Nobel 
patent rights, but these rights were destroyed by a 
decision given by the late Justice Stephen J. Field 
of the United States Supreme Court, who held that 
the patent was invalid because it attempted to 
cover too much. 
Just a Phase of New Thought 


Irving Martin, editor of the Stockton Record, 


tells the Rural Credits Commission that if the state 
is to lend ^ioney to farmers he can see no reason 
why the same kind of help should not be extended 
to the small miner and the small manufacturer, ft 
the state is to be conducted as an eleemosynary insti- 
tution he can understand that there may be other 
worthy objects of public relief besides the fanner. 
I don't quite know whether Editor Martin was 
serious or was merely sharpening his wit at the ex- 
pense of a commission which offers a generous, hos- 
pitality to the new and strange. 


Colonel Harris Weinstock, who is president of the 


commission, asked George W. Leistner, president of 
the Stockton chamber of commerce, to say what he 
thought of a plan to have the state establish a fund 
of $3,000,000 to buy large tracts of land, cut-them 
up in small parcels and sell them at cost plus im- 
provements giving the buyers -long time to pay off. 


"It would be highly beneficial," was Leistner's 


reply. "I have no objection," he continued,."to the 
state going into the real estate business." 


Chester Rowell brags that here is a useful com- 


mission at least that costs the state nothing for 
salaries—that is to say a mere nothing of $5000 for 
expenses—but like other commissions of the same 
sort it is laying the foundation for another bureau 
expensively equipped and officered to engage in 
real estate speculation and lend public money on 
rutabagas. 
Geography of Hospitality 


In this exposition year I think I may say that 


San Francisco, Oakland and the bay cities gen- 
erally have generously maintained the California 
reputation and tradition for hospitality. Our rela- 
tives, rich and poor, have come flocking in upon 
us and we have fairly sustained the onslaught, a 
little disfigured but still in the ring. An eastern 
friend visiting here outlined for my benefit the 
geography of hospitality in this fashion. 


"If you go to San Francisco and meet a friend he 


will ask you to stay a week with him. In Omaha 
he will take you home overnight. In Chicago he 
will take you out to dinner. In New York he will 
hurry you off to luncheon. In New Haven he will 
hand you a good cigar. In Boston he will give you 
an apple." 
A Lovely Gamble 


There is a big gamble in beet sugar stocks and it 


practically amounts to betting on the action of Con- 
gress. If the national legislature should decide to 
continue the duty on sugar that protection will 
make the best manufacturing business highly prof- 
itable. With a duty of one cent a pound the beet 
sugar men can make money but under a free sugar 
regime they would have to go out ot business. 


Now the speculators are consulting the political 


wiseacres as to the probable course of Congress in 
this relation, and they are told that the prospects 
are favorable but are warned that it is ill betting 
on politics. So the future of this important industry 
is wrapped up in an artificial fog.

Cannot something be done before all is lost? jCannot 
the eyes of Congress be opened early in the next session? 
Cannot the government give some assurance of-protec- 
tion to the shipping interests of the United States, so 
that Pacific shippiag may be re-establishect, Cannot the 
trade of the United States in the Orient yet be saved? 
Cannot the interests of the 8,000,000 Filipinos be consid- 
ered? In other words, - before all is lost, cannot the 
prestige of the United States be preserved in the 
Far 
East, and advantage be taken of *the unexampled oppor- 
tunity for commercial expansion? 


!A few days ago Manuel Earnshaw, one of the Philip- 


pine delegates to Congress, arrived m this port with the 
statement that Philippine commerce with the United 
States will virtually disappear unless something is imme- 
diately done to repair the damage caused by the seaman's 
bflL Brigadier-General Mclnryre, head of. the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs, is also on his way to Washington with a 
report of conditions, and though he would not indicate
